For the best suggestion of a color or combina- 
tion of colors fora“ municipai color” for Chi- | 
cago $100 in cash, The suggestions will be judged 
by a committee of artists who will not be aware 
of the names of the persons competing. The 


contest is open to all persons. No suggestions 
will be received after Sept. 20 


Two days later ninety-eight suggestions had 
been received. Among them was Mr. Roe- 
wad’s. Sept. 15 the list had been swollen to 
164, Suggestions continued to come in 
rapidly, and Sept. 21, when the com- 
petition closed, 829 had been received. 
Each as it arrived was numbered 
and its points were briefly described in Tar 
Trisuxz. Many of the suggestions were ac- 
companied by long explanations, others were 
straight to the point. Numerous sketches 
were received, nearly all-of which showed care 
in the execution. 

All Sent to Mr; Millet. 

The 89 letters, notes, and sketches were 
tied up in a big bundle and sent to Frank D. 
Millet at the World’s Fair grounds. 
aranged the brief synopsis of 
the suggestions which Taz Trisune had 
publishai in a convenient shape and then 
called in his committee of artists, Walter Shir- 
law, Walter McEwan, and E. H. Biashfield, 
co-laborers of Mr. Millet in the work of dec- 
orating the World’s Fair buildings. - The 
committe went to work over a weék, .ago. 
They studied the suggestions with care 
and tooktime to do it thoroughly. The whole 
list was gone over first and every suggestion 
which wa meritorious was marked with a 
blue pentil. Then in: turn these were exam- 
ined andthe best winnowed out. These last 
were then examined and reéxamined until | 
finally Nb. 17 was fixed upon as the best. 

The committee communicated their decision 
to Mr. Mullet. . He opened the bundle and 
bunted t h the mass of papers until the 
énvelope' marked 17 was found. Then he 
wrote thé letter to Taz Txrsuns which is pub- 
lished hefewith, inclosing with it the artist’s 
written award and Mr. Roewad’s water- 
color sk@ch. He handed his letter and the 
enclosur@ to a reporter yesterday afternoon. 

Is «an Excellent Suggestion. 

“Tt is an excellent suggestion,’ said he, 
‘‘excellest for several reasons. The colors 
blend begutifully; they are genial, and they 
will appear bright against any background. 
They will deck the city with that gay and joy- 
ous air which suits the grand occasion next 
month. I like the device very much. It 
is heraidit and may be used in either a flag, 
a shield, a banner. The device is so sim- 
ple that it may be made at home. Hardly 
any skillis required. The colors too are easi- 
ly . progurable. The committee had 
in mind these two conditions because 
the amistic sense will be _ gratified 
if something like a uniform scheme 
of decoration is pursued. And for the rea- 
sons I bave just stated suggestion No. 17 
makes this possible.”

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DECORATING THE CITY 


METHODS DISCUSSED BY THE CITI- 
ZENS’ COMMITTEE, 


The Business Quarter Divided Into Twen- 
ty-five Districté and a Subcommittee 
Assigned to Each—Every. Down-Town 
Street Will Be Occupied in Forming 
the Parade and All Should Be Deco- 
rated—Questions Raised as to Cost—De- 
sign for the County Building Adopted. 


The citizens’ committee engaged in form- 
ing a plan for decoratmg the city for the 
World’s Fair dedicatory cerémonies met 
yesterday at the Union League club. Invita- 
tions to attend had been sent to a large num- 
ber of business men, and fifty were present. 
Among them were S. D. Kimbark, John R. 
Gott, Edward Foreman, J. T. Shayne, ©. F. 
Kimball, A. Henrotin, J. H. Quan, Thomas 
S. Crittenden, David Mayer, ' i 
Wood, F. M. Fargo, F. A. Green, 
R. B.. Gregory, S. B. Raymond, A. F. Aldw, 
H. A. Spalding, Gen. J oseph Stockton, and 
H, A: Selfridge. 

Mr. Selfridge called “the meeting to order 
and produced copies of!a chart of the business 
district, showing it. divided into twenty-five 
sections. Subcommittees, he said, had been 
appointed to supervise the attempt to.arrive 
at a general plan of decorating “in each one 
of those districts.

ferred. with the latter regarding the

Some apprehension existed that the Park 
Commissioners would not vonsent to this, but 
he had been assured that probably the appre- 
hension was incorrect.. He gave the meeting 
some information about the scarcity of bunt- 
ing and spoke of materials which might be 
used ip its place. 

Frank D, Millet had prepared a design of 
the Court-House.decorated, but the sketch un- 
fortanately was not at hand. It, however, 
suggested that it would be well to consider 
the decoration of blocks and also to remein- 
ber that it was contemplated to decorate ail 
of the streets down-town. 

Gen. Stockten urged this point. He stated 
in effect that the parade would be one of the 
greatest ever seen in Chicago. 

‘** Responses have been received to the com.- 
mittee’s mauiries,” said he, “‘which imdicate 
that civic societies with a membership of 60,- 
000 will bé in the line. There will be over 200 
bands. Every street from Tweifth street 
to the, river will have to be used 
to move these. masses to a column 
starting from Michigan avenue. The line of 
march, which is about two miles, has been 
made as long as the, ‘iroumstances would al- 
low. While there are numerous streets 
through which the -procession will not move 
many of them will nevertheless be used by 
marching men. There will, for instance, be 
acontingent of 20,000 men from the Weat

BANNERS FOR THE COURT-HOUSE.

Plans Adopted by the County Board for 
Elaborate Decoration, 

The County Board yesterday decided upon 
the decoration of the County Building for 
dedication day and gg@ve the necessary order 
for the purchase of material arid the work. 

The building will be Mecorated upon its three 
street sides, the greatest amount of decoration 
appearing on the Clark street frontage. The 
decoration consists terra-cotta bunting, 
gilded eagles, flage, s s, coats-of-arms, and 
large oil paintings. Two rows of festoons will 
stretch across the face of the building, fall- 
ing from the central pediment of the Clark 
étreet fagade and also from the top story win- 
dows. The second row falis from the third 
story windows over the second floor windows. 
Over the main entrance will be an oil canvas, 


40x14. feet, representing. the landing of 
Colum bus. To the right, half-way to 
the Randolph froutage, will hang 
the coat-of-arms of Illinois, and to 


the left, in the same relative position, the coat- 
of-arms of the United States. At the extreme 
ends will hang portraits, probably, of Queen 
Isabella and Benjamin Harrison. Above the 
central picture will hang a portrait of Wash- 
ington. The gilded eagles will rest at the 
bases of the granite pillars and will be eight 
vr nine feet high. 

The paintings will be executed by the artist 
who painted the panoramas of Gettysburg 
and the Crucifixion. It is estimated that the 
cost of decoration will not exceed $1,000,

The Kansas End of the Topolobampo. Col- 
ony Scheme §aid te Be Contrary to Law. 
Torgexa, Kas., Sept. 30.—([Special.]—John 


party State Central committee, was arrested 
at Enterprise today on’ womplaint of Charies 
F, 
charge of violating the State banking law. 
Mr. Briedenthal is Scc;viary and Treasurer of 
the Sinolvua Investmeut company, and in that 
capacity has been collecting money in prose- 
cuting the coéperative enterprise 
known as the Topolobampo Bay coloniza- 
tion scherne. A. K. Owens of New York, 
President of the Credit Foncier company, 
which isa part of the Topolobampo colony 
scheme, issued a call recently for’ $5 and $10 
contributions to be used for the support of the 
colonists while they were at work upon a 
large irrigation canal,:‘the Gompletion of 
which is necessary before any crops can be 
raised on the company’s land. In addition to 
this the Sinoloa Investment company has be2n 
selling what it terms trustees’ scrip bearing 10 
per cert interest, payable af call after ten 
days’ notice, In doing this the Kansas bank- 
ing law has been violated, as the sale of the 
scrip is considered equivalent to receiving de- 
posits, which is transacting a general banking 
business. The company turns - over 
to the colonists what it terms Credit 
Foncier scrip, which is the only me- 
dium of exchange permitted at Topolobampo. 
The colony is situated in Tupolobampo Bay, 
where are located 550 Americans who are en- 
deavoring to give a practical demonstration 
of Bellamy’s *“ Looking Backward” theory. 
Other officers of the Investment company in 
Kansas are to be arrested. It is claimed by 
the People’s party leaders that the arrest of 
Mr. Briedenthal at this time is for political 
effect. 


DESTRUCTIVE TYPHOONS IN JAPAN. 


Four Hundred Persous Crushed to Death 
and Hundreds of Houses Demolished. 
San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 80.—The Pacific 
Mail Steamship company’s new steamship 
Peru arrived this evening. twenty-two days 
from Hongkong via Yokohama, It brings 
Japanese: news up to Sept. 16. ‘The gale 
which swept over Southern and Central Japan 
last month inflicting such terrible damage in 
the Tokushima prefecture also devastated the 
Rinkin Islands. Areport from Okinawa gives 
the following figures: Four hundred persons 
crushed to death; missing, 24; boate blown 
out to sea, 23; houses completely overthrown, 
1,500, and 1,100 partially wrecked; outhouses 
blown down and injured, 2,000; trees blown 
down, 3,500. Crops were also greatly injured. 
The above figures do not include the devasta- 
tion wrought in the smaller islands. 

During the .festival at. Mom Temple near 
Kobe a terrible accident occurred. The tem- 
ple is approached by a flight of 250 sceps 
which is very steep. While a dense crowd was 
ascending the stenvs a man at the top slipped 
and in’his fall. brought down thirty people. 


‘Five were killed outright and many others 


terribly injured. : 

The great typhoon also reached the Island 
of Manilla. The Spanish Consul at Hong- 
kong has received dispatches from Mantlla 
saying the typhoon did great damage. The 
people are suffering all ove: the island.

That is why ea bill was filed yesterday in the 
Cireuit Couft against the Fidelity trust and 
the various Chicago companies, in which the 
court is asked to break up the existing com- 
bination and monopoly by appointing a re- 
ceiver to-take charge of the assets and fran- 
chises of these various concerns and to man- 
ufacture gas undér the direction of the court, 
It is possible that this is the only way in which 
a court can deal effectively with this gas com- 
bine. If it should merely declare illegal the 
existing arrangement with the Fidelity com- 
pany, doubtless another arrangement would 
be entered into at once which would amount 
to a continuation of the present system. As 
long as the same individuals own the major- 
ity of the stock in each of the Chicago com- 
panies it is difficult to prevent their practical 
combination, thus ending compotition and 
keeping prices much above what they should 


If the court were to appomt a receiver and 
he were to manufactuze gas and charge a rea- 
sonable rate therefor the people would be ben- 
efited greatly as long as that arrangement 
lasted. But it is a question whether any Judge 
would feel like taking the responsibility of 
appointing a receiver and directing him to cut 
down prices. 

The powers of courts are great, but they are 
not always equal to those of Legislatures. If 
the General Assembly were to pass a law un- 
der which gas companies could be regulated 
as railroads are and a reasonable maximum 
price fixed for their products there might 
be a: better chance of bringing the Chicago 
combine to terms, The courts have accom- 
plished nothing as yet. and may not be able to 
do anything as long as the power to charge 
excessive prices remains in the hands of gas 
company officials. ‘

ADULTERATED MILE. 

A_ committee appointed by the Chicago 
Medical Society to investigate the quality of 
the miik sald in this city has prepared its re- 
port. fhe expert appointed by it has exam- 
ined numerous samples and arrived at the con- 
clusion that milk dealers generally have 
aduiterated their milk, both with water and 
injurious preparations. This shows the im- 
perative necessity of the action proposed by 
the Health Department to institute a vigor- 
ous inspection, the ordinance for which is now 
being drawn up by Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Medbury. And it ig sbated that tne dairy- 
men and large dealers have expressed their. 
willingness to support the ordinance. They 
say the city will réceive their assist- 
ance in enforcing its provisions on 
unwilling dealers, There need be no 
doubt that the large -dealers are in 
favor of a strict inspection which will keep 
their unscrupulous competitors up to the 
mark. They are at a decided, disadvan- 
tage in selling in tompetition with 
the vile compounds that are offered by 
some of the smaller ones, and per- 
haps afew of their own number have been 
tempted to meet it by letting down the qudl- 
ity of their own material, Their codperation 
will be of great value. Therefore nothing 
should stand in the way of the Council. pass- 
mg an ordinance that will enable the people 
to buy pure milk, undiluted with the 
waters of Lake Michigan and free from the 
diatoms that go with it inte the milk can. 
The people should be guaranteed against 
this dilution, which is fraudulent and not free 
from the elements of danger to health, while 
for the less general practice of adul- 
terating with other substances than water 
there ought to be provided penalties so strin- 
gent as to prevent anything of the kind in fut- 
ure. Itshould not be difficult to bring the 
trade up to a standard of fairness in dealing 
with their customers. The supply from the 
country can be watched closely enough to de- 
tect any systematic tampering with the lac- 
teal fluid, and the retailers will have to be 
looked after in a way that satisfies them they 
cannot hope to escape detection if they do not 
sell the product in as pure a state as it is de- 
livered to them. It should also be seen to that 
no more milk is allowed to be sold from cows 
that are fed on distillery slops, or browse 
around garbage heaps” in | the city.

There isa 
difference without @ distanction.© The com- 
pany succeeds the individual. 

To every one today it is apparent that. the 
proceedings were cut and dricd so far as the 
supporters of the gridironing of the city and 
the introduction of the trolley were concerned. 
Never in the course of the proceedings did the

By it 
the manafacturer agreed to number and mark 
all his goods so that they could be traced from 
the counter of the seller to the house of the 
jobber, and the jobber agreed to seil tu no 
one but retail dealers who kept up the stand- 
ard price. The retailer vaste. to sell the ar- 
ticles at the prices set by the manufacturer. 
When an establishment was opened on Clark 
street last spring and proceeded to advertise 
and sell stapie articles and even the standard 
drugs at 25 per cent discount on regular 
yh ge the Chicago druggists set to work to

Detail of the Troops Ordered to Chicago 
. for the Dedicatory Ceremonies,

Mammoth Cheese from Canada. 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 30.—[Special. ]—Can- 
ada will exhibit a mammoth cheese at Chicago 
next year. The cheese was made. at the Do- 
minion experimental dairy station at Perth, 
and will certainly rank as the mammoth 
cheese of the world. It weighs over 22,000 
pounds, and contains the curd of a day’s milk 
from 10,000 cows. A gigantic oaken press 
was erected for the purpose of constructing 
the cheese, and 200 tons of. pressure was aip- 
plied. The cheese has already been pro- 
nounced perfect in texture, flavor, and color. 
The cheese will be placed in the pyramid of 
Canadian dairy products at the World’s Fair, 
and will afterwards be cut upand sold in 
pound blocks either in Chicago or in one bof 
the large cities of Great Britain.

20 PREPARE AN EXHIBIT. 


‘Request for Immediate Information as to 


the Space Allotted to the Country—Ap- 
pointment of a Woman's Committee in 
Austria a Victory for the Board of Lady 
Managers—W hat the Gentler Sex Is Do- 
ing to Make Its Exhibit a Pronounced 
Success.

FEATURES OF THE INDIAN DISPLAY. 
The Exhibit, if Properly Arranged, Should 
Be Full of Interest, 

Capt. F. H. Gardner of the Sixth Cavalry, 
who for some months has been traveling 
among the various Indian reservatiors of the 
West, was in Chicago yesterday. In regard 
to the Indian exhibits at the Fair he said: 

‘*T understand the American Indian is to 
be given considerable space, and his progress 
from the time of Columbus to the present day 
is to be fully illustrated. There was some 
talk of an Indian village on the Midway 
Plaisance, but one village would never suffice 
to illustrate the Indian as he was ana as he is. 
In the first place there are Indians, and other 
Indians. I believe that the customs and char 
acteristics of each of the great aboriginal 
stocks should be accurately depicted, and at 
least half a dozen villages will be necessary 
for this. I understand that there will bea 
camp of Sioux from Pine Ridge, illustrating 
the customs of the Dakota race, and 
an Qsage village, showing the  singu- 
lar manner in which -the latter tribe 
construct their dome-shaped hcuses. 
From Fort Berthold, North Dakota, will be 
sent a number of Mandans—that strange 
people whom ethnologists believe of Caucas- 
ian descent and of Weish derivation. Nevada 
will contribute a and of Piutes—scrawny, 
half-starved people, whose food 1s composed 
of insects; and whose only shelter is a wolf- 
skin thrown across a bush. Bands of the 
Makahs, Puyasallups, and Lummis, of naa

build huge boats like those of the South Sea 
Islanders—ought also to be represented. From 


the Southwest will come a band of Apaches. 
a people among 


and a hundred Navajos,

** But the inost fascinating scene, from a 
student’s or historian’s point of view, will be 
the Long House of the Iroquois, reconstructed 
just as it stood in the times of Frontenac and 
Thayandanega. 

“The Six Nations, both in New York and 
Canada, are greatly interested in the proposed 
Indian display and expect to send at least 
twenty fullblood members of each tribe, all 
lineal descendants of Indians like Brant and 
Red Jacket, and other chiefs of fame. The 
Six Nations propose toexhibit in their Long 
House the life of the Iroquois threé centuries 
ago; their songs, dances, and religious rites, 
and their gradual rise to civilization. Their 
part of the exhibit alone will be well worthy of 
notice and the Indian department ought to be 
one of the features of the Exposition.”’

The appeal was generously responded to and 
more than 7,000 volumes were contributed to the 
English committee having the matter in charge. 
The British Maseum presented ail its publica- 
tions, the University of Oxford the publications of 
the University Press, of which about 250 volumes 
were elegantly bound and were stamped with the 
university seal. The Commissioners of Patents 

ave acomplete set ofthe British patents; the 

aster of Rolls a set of chronicles and memorials 
of Great Britain and calendar of State Papers, 
and many of the most prominent writers in the 
kingdom gave their works. The relatives of de- 
ceased authors, as Lord Macaulay and Dr. Arnold 
of Rugby donated complete sets of their writings. 
Her Majesty the Queen gave .** The Early Life of 
the Prince Vorsort,’’ inscribed with her autograph 
and bearing this book plate: 
Presented to the City of Chicago 
Toward the Formation of a Free Library, After 
the Great Fire of 1871, as a.Mark o 
English Sympathy, 
By Her Majesty, the Queen Victoria. 

A similar book-plate, wrth’ the name of the 
donor changed, was placed in nearly al! the gifts. 
There was then (December, 1871) no library to re- 
ceive these books, and no law in the State under 
which a free public library could be organized. 
The Mayor, in response to a request of a number 
of citizens, called a public meeting to take steps 
for the establishment of such a library, which 
was held on Jan. 8, 1872, at which a committee 
was appointed to prepare for such legislation. 
The committee reported Jan. 20: the draft ofa 
free library law, which was enacted by the Legis- 
lature, and approved March 7. 1872, after which 
the city took immediate steps toward the forma- 
tion of a public library, the first quarters occu- 
pied being of the southeast corner of Wabash 
avenue and Madison street. The library opened 
up May 1, 1874, with a circulating department of 
17.335 volumes. ! ae

| EX-EMPRESS EUGENIE. | 


SAD-EYED REMINISCENCE OF FOR- 
MER GREATNESS. 


The Most Pathetic Reminder of the Days 
of Louis Napoleon—Only Occasionally 
She Glides Like a Ghost, Unrecognized, 
Through the City She Once Ruled and 
Always Loved—A Curious Sketch of 
Her that Was Written by Her Hus- 


band, 

Paris Letter in the New York Tribune: 
There is a place where the Tuileries once 
stood. There are yet standing many buildings 
inseparably associated with the Second Em- 
pire: some in ruins, some intact. Some of 
the memorials of that gilded and patchoulli- 
perfumed era still command respect, some 
only excite contempt. And what. is said of 
stone and mortar also may be said of flesh 
and blood, MacMahon, for example, still 
lives, and others less noble and less known. 
Twenty-one years of established republican- 
igm have not destroyed all relics of the impe- 
rial régime; but ‘they have made them only 
relics, not vital forces. 5 

Among all things that still exist to tell of 
Louis-Napoleonic days, by far the most im- 
pressive. most touching, most pathetic, is the 
figure of Eugenie de Montijo, ex-Empress of 
the French. She is seldom seen on the con- 
Ainent, now, scarcely ever in late years in 


‘Paris: And when she has now and then glided 


like a ghost through the city she once ruled and 
always loved, there have been been few to rec- 
ognize her. But those who have done so, of 
whatever party, have been able to look on her 
only with sympathy and respect. Scarcely in 
Belleville or on Montmartre has she an evil- 
wisher. She stands in every mind apart from 
all memories of the coup d’état and of Sedan, 
separated from them by the tw: sepuichers of 
Farnborough. And should she wish to live 
once more in Paris she would find here only 
kindness and esteem. 

She will, however, never again make her 
home fpon French soil. She has cast her lot 
for the rest of her mournful life in the island 
kingdoiwn of the widowed Queen, who, only 
less sorely smitten than herself, can so well 
syu.pathize with her solitary woe. She is 
now at her beautiful seat at Farnborough— 
‘tin good health,”’ saysthe gossips. There are 
degrees of health. The ex-Empress is, in fact, 
much of .an invalid. She suffers intenseiy 
and:‘constantly from rheumatism and is 80 se- 
verely affected by that disease that she is 
scarcely able to walk a dozen paces- unless 
leaning upon a staff or upon the arm of an at- 
tendact. To those who remember her thirty 
years ago, beautiful, vivacious, active, it 1s a 
pitiable sight to see her bowed, with snow- 
white hair, slowly and painfully making her 
way along the paths of her private park. 

It is true that not many do thus see her, for 
now the public cannot frequent those grounds 
as of old, At the gateway there is a conspicu- 
ous sign: ** These grounds are private. ‘Tres- 

assers will be prosecuted.”’ This is not; 

ywever, a mark of inhospitality or of mor- 
bid desire for seclusion. It is simply a meas- 
ure of self-defense, and it reflects little credit 
upon those who have hitherto visited the 
place. Time was when all were freely admit- 
ted. The ex-Empress then found her footsteps 
at all times dogged by intrusive and inquisi- 
tive strangers, so that she could not have an 
hour’s or a moment’s privacy. Not contented 
with gazing at her from a courteous distance, 
they would press-close up to her and stare 
rudely in her very face, Nor, bad as this was, 
was itall. Vandalism of all kinds was prac- 
ticed. Flowers and, plants were stolen and 
shrubbery broken and defaced. Ewen the 
wreaths placed by the widow’s own hands 
upom the ‘late Empervr’s sarcophagus 
were ruthlessly spoliated and stoien. . One 
day the ex-Empress left her rosary lying on 
her prayer-desk in the chapel while she went 
for a mument to the tomb, and returned to 
find itstolen. Such a state of affairs became

Many years ago,in the vest days of the 
Empire, Louis Napoleon paid a singular bit 
of homage to his wife. He wrote a sketch of 
her and had it published in a leading Paris 
paper. 
to write a newspaper articie; still more so 


| when his Empress was the theme of it. But 


he did so, and this is what he wrote: 

** Tomorrow is the féte day of the Empress, 
so. it will not be out of place to dedicate a few 
lines to her. Spanish by birth, and the 
daughter of a great patrician house, some 
public organs would seein to take every pains 
to represent her as' being imbued with the 
most intolerant religion, fanaticism, and, in 
fuct,. with ali the prejudices of nobility. 
What good is it to occupy one of the first 
thrones of the universe if one is misunder- 
stood in this way? A short sketch of her 
life will be put before the public in her true 
colors. The father of the Empress Eugénie 
was the Comte de Montijo;Gne of the few 
Spaniards who, being inspired with passion- 
ate devotion to the Emperor,-followed him 
through all his campaigns. Taking part as 
he did in ourtriumphs as in our reverses, 
and crippled with wounds, he was one of the 
last to coinbat the enemies of France on the 
heights of the Buttesde Chaumant. Retiring 
to private life on the downfall of the Empire, 
he kept his Napoleonic sentiments, and ere 
long his liberal opinions made him the object 
of persecution on the part of Ferdinand VII. 

**In 1838 the Comtesse Montijo came to 
Paris with her two daughters, and placed 
taem in one of our largest educational insti- 
tutions. Brought up in the Convent of the 
Sacred Heart, she whu was one day destined to 
be Empress of the French, and who was _ then 
called the Comtesse de Teba, learned, as it 
were, French at the saine time as her native 
tongue, Spanish. A few years later the Montijo 
family returned to Spain, where the Count 
died. Left under the wing of their mother, 
the two young girls received from her that 
com plement.of education which completes a 
lady’s training and prepares her for her entrée 
into society. 

‘All those who visited Madrid at that time 
must remember that hospitable salon which 
the intellectual leaders of every country—di- 

lomatistes, writers, and artists— would seem to 

ave madea place of, rendezvous. A grande 
dame, who was justly famous for her intellect- 
ual qualities, and her affability, the Comtesse 
Montijo did the honors of the salon, of which 
her two daughters were the chief - ornaments. 
Ere long the eldest espoused the Dué d’Albe. 
The youngest was remarked not only because 
of her great wit and intelligence, but for the 
amiabie and lovable qualities of her heart. 
Frequently surrounded by persons animated 


her to 
she could’ not approve 
opinions, and whether owmg 
to the recollections of the years passed near 
her father, or to the influence of her French 
education, or finally to the power and vigor of 
her own personal convictions, she was fre- 
guently heard in intimate reunions boldly te 
defend the cause of progress and the new 
ideas. Her lively imagination sought food 
for these noble aspirations toward the beauti- 
ful and useful, and she was often seen poring 
for hours at a time over the works of Fourier. 
Her friends nicknamed her laughingly *La 
Phalansterienne,’ but every one adrnired this 
young girl of 18, who was to such a degree 
interested in social problems, and who seemed 
to be preparing herself by study and inedita- 
tion for some great.and mysterious destiny. 

* One curipus incident of ber life is worthy 
of being chronicled. Always full of sympathy 
for those who were suffering, and by nature 
feeling compassion for the oppressed, 
she was inspiréd with a secret sympathy 
for the Priuce,'’ who, a victim of his own 
convictions, Was a prisoner at Ham, and, 
seanide seragatn | her extreme youth, she 
begged her mother to bring him some conso- 
lation. zhe Comtesse Montijo, it is said, 
had decided on‘ undertaking a pious pilgriin- 
age when her plans were suddenly changed 
by reason of unforeseen circumstances. This 
long-suffering Prince she -was destined 
to see a few years later, not in a dun- 
geon, but placed by popular .acclamation 
at the head of a popular State; she was des- 
tined to exercise over him the influence of 
beauty, intellect, and the most noble senti- 
ments; she was destined to associate herself 
with his existence and toshare his destiny. 
- « « Twice, during the Italian war and 
during the Emperur’s voyage to Algiers, she 
has been Regent, and all know with what

ELECTRICITY APPLIED TO THE KITCHEN. 


Recent Devices for Domestic Purposes 
_ Tried in England. 

The application of electricity to domestic 
uses is attracting special attention of late. 
An English company at the Crystal Palace 
Exhibition made a good showing of electrical 
appliances for the home. The difficulty which 
has existed hitherto when it came to trans- 
ferring the heat from the “ resistance ’’ to the 
surface required to be heated has now been 
overcome, with tne following result: The 
bottom of the kettle, saucepan, or other ap- 
paratus 1s coated with a specially prepared 
enamel, into which .is embedded a fine 
wire resistance. Through this passes a cur- 
rent of electricity, conveying the heat 
through ‘the enamel to the kettle, etc., aud 
thus to its contents; the wire expands sightly 
during this process, and so does the enamel. 
It has been proved that much greater heat 
power is passed through the resistance when 
itis buried in the enamel, and where, like the 
carbon filament of the incandescent lamp in- 
closed in a vacuum, it is protected from 
destruction. Instead of the platinum so fre- 
quently used, an alloy called platinoid is now 
considered cheaper and more advantageous 
for the purpose in more ways than one. The 
apparatuses for both purposes have more than 
once been very satisfactorily tested since 
the demonstration at the Crystal Palace; 
and not jong ago, at the dinner given in 
Oxford on the occasion of the opening of the 
new electric light.supply station in that town, 
many of the dishes were cooked by -this 
means. It is a detided stride in the right di- 
rection. Only a short time ago, when applied.

to such an unimportant item as the curling- 
iron heater, one’s skepticism was forcibly 
aroused by its comparative uselessness on ac- 
count of insufficient heat, whereas now abso- 
lutely no doubt cah remain in the face of the 
tangible proofs given not only by irons of 
every description but by baking-ovens, frying- 
pans, and saucepars, kettles, bed-warmers, 
room-heating contrivances, and other house- 
hold com modities, 

The prices will doubtless scem rather pro- 
hibitive: but then, as with the fitting of the 
electric light, there is little or no expense 
after the initial outlay; and the articles are so 
constructed as to leave very little fear of their 
ever wearing out: again, that same cost will 
naturally be considerably cheapened as the 
adoption of the system becomes more general. 

The surface heater consists of a plate of 
metal standing on feet. like an ordinary screen, 
and is cal'ed.a surface heater; the smallest, 
measuring 8 inches by 6 incheg,: beats a small 
room, 6 feet by 10 feet, in an ineredibly 
short time. They are made in 
different sizes, and also with a 
double surface. so that an even temperature 
can be obtained at both endsof aroom; at 
the same time, each plate having separate 
wires, the current can be turned off as re- 
quired, and need not necessarily be kept on to 
the full heating nower. The warmth, thrown 
out by this contrivance is distinctly felt in 
three or four minutes. 


Josephine Introduced Handkerchiefs.

phine in France that the pocket handkerchief 
was tolerated at all as an article for public use 
No lady would have dared to. use one in tne pres- 
ence of others. Even the name was carefully 
avoided in polite conversation. An actor who 
would have ventured to use one on the stage 
would have been hissed off the boards. It was 
only in the beginning of the present century that 
Mile. Duchesnois, a famous actress; dared to ap- 
pear with a handkerchief in her hand. Having 
to speak of it in the course of the play she could 
only sumnfen courage to refer to it as “ a light 
tissue.’’

GENIUS OF MRS. FLORENCE BISHOP 
AS PAINTER OR SCULPTOR. 


When a Child She Used to Sit in Her Fa- 
ther’s Studio and Watch Him at Work— 
Born in an Atmosphere Redolent of 
Art She Has Been & Faithfal Student 
and Now Occupies a Prominent Niche 
in the Temple of Fame-Some of Her 


Paintings. 

“ When I was a very little child,’”’ says Mrs. 
Florence Bishop, “ I used to delight in gvt- 
ting into my father’s studio and watching him 
quietly for hours while he was at work.”” The 
‘*father” thus alluded to is John Anster 
Fitzgerald, the well-known painter of fairy 
scenes, whilst on her mother’s side Mrs. Bishop 
is related to Sir David Wilkie. It is scarcely,

Her description of the 
bust is rather vriginal, She says* ‘* The ex- 
pression of my father I endeavored to catch 
was one he frequently has when hearing some- 
thing that amuses and interests him. There 
was consequently a slight smile in the por- 
trait, but this, 1 was told privately by a scul 
tor, should not be attempted in that art.”’ To 
this dictum Mrs. Bishop still demurs, as she is 
of opinion that in portrait sculpture there 
shouid be no limitations of that description, 
provided the work was in thé result artistic 
end truthful. Torun rapidly through a few 
of the artist’s more important works. In 
1888-'91 she had in the Roya! Academy busts of 
‘“* Bernard Evans, R. I.,”’ the landscape paint- 
er; a fancy head of a girl looking down, 
**Meditaton’’: and a fine rtrait(bust of 
“G, C. Haité, F. L. S.,” as well as a water 
eolor drawing called **The Gypsy Queen,” 
and an oil painting, “ Hide and Seek.” Tu 
the Institute of Painters in Oils she about the 
same time contributed a landscape study at 
‘““Amberley, Sussex’’; a-quaint corner at 
“Petworth,’’ with a child feeding some 
chickens; and two pictures of the vid village 
of Rudgwick, Sussex. 

From the year 1887 Mrs, Bishop has also 


.given unmistakable evidence of her artistic 


vitality in numerous works at the Royal So- 
ciety of British Artists exhibitions in both 
sculpture and painting. In 1887-’88 she had 
tu her credit two well-modeled busts—one of 
“A Child,” the other ** Pharaoh’s Daughter ”’ 
—and a capital water-color drawing of ‘ Cin- 
derella’’; in 1889 a charming landscape, ‘* ‘The 
Village Street, Shere, Surrey,” and in the fol- 
lowing season a statuette of “Innocence,” a 
water-color drawing, *‘ First at the Trysting- 
Place,’’ and in oils ‘** Day-Dreaming,”’ a 
thoughful and beautiful figure design. Last 
year, at the same gallery, were her ‘‘Among 
the Flowers” and **‘ Old Mill at Braemar.”’ 
Her Skill of Wide Range. 

In this by no means exhaustive list of the 
artist’s pictures we may specify as being not 
the least successful the 1891 Academy paint- 
ing called ** Hide and Seek,” an exceedingly 


bright and picturesque corner of Burnham 
Beeches, with three merry. little girls hiding 


in an old hollow tree from a lad who is seek- 
ing to discover them, This felicitous design, 
which exhibited ita author’s skill in both figure 
and landscape painting, was. if we mistake 
not, selected as aprize by a subscriber to the 
Art Union. 3 

With an extended grasp of art, for she mod- 
els, draws in water-colors (in which branch of 
work she was encouraged by W: C. T. Dobson, 
R. A.), and paints in oils. both figures and 
lanescapes, Mrs. Bishup assures us that she 
feels an equal delight in all these pursuits, 
Her love -of beautiful scenery has been fos- 
tered by associanon. with her husband, W. 
Folien Bishop,.-whom she married May, 189, 
and with whom she spends much of her time 
in his favorite resort at Burnham Beeches. 
There, by kind permission of the city corpora- 
tion, she and her husband are allowed the use 
of a hut (removable to any spot they may se- 


lect) to paint in, with the manifest advantage 


that they can disregard the weather, and also 
lock up pictures and materials at the end of 
the day’s work. 

This sketch of the-rtist’s life is of necessi- 


‘ty curtailed; but even in these brief notes it 


is shown that, whilst Mrs. Bishop comes of an 
artistic stock, she has undergone a sound 
course of instruction, and, with a somewhat 
unusual capacity in the various branches of 
art, whatever she undertakes, be it painting, 
sculpture, or drawing, she does it with all her 
might.

ult., amidst a family reunion almost unique, 
consisting as as itdid of Lord Parker and 
eight other sons, four daughters, and a bevy 
of grandchildren, the only absentee being the 
Hon. Edmund Parker, who has made his 
home in New Zealand. 

The Ear! is in his 82d year, and both he and 
his Countess have endeared themselves 
to all the country-side by a long 
life of kindly hospitality and unostentatious 
benevolence. Shirburn Castle, which has been 
in the possession of the Earls of Macclesfield 
since quite early in the eighteenth century, is 
asubstantial old building; quadrangular in 
form, with a round tower at each of the four 
corners, a wide moat, and drawbridges, with 
the old porteullis entrance, from which, in 
the good old times, besiegers of the fortress 
could be given a warm reception with ** boil- 
ing oil ’’ or molten lead in it. The interior 
has been modernized and contains an inter- 
esting armory, two valuable libraries, and 
some fine family portraits: but the building 
itself was erected by the Earl of Tanquerville, 
one of the followers of William the Conquer- 
or, and fortified and embattled by Sir Warine 
de Lisle in 1376, from: whom it passed to his 
daughter, Lady Berkeley, and afterwards in 
turn to the Quatremains, the Chamberlains, 
and the Gages, to Lord Parker, afterward the 
first Ear: of Macelestield, who bought the 
castle and estates in the yéars1716, 

Lady Macclesfield, who was a daughter of 
the second Marquess of Westminster, 


always been a great favorite at Court, and ‘it 
was she who ned by good fortune—for 
she was “the mother of many’’—to be in at- 
tendance on the Princess of Wales on 
that memorable 8th of January, 1864, 
when the Duke of ‘Clarence made
